Dear Colleague: 

This is the fourth 1990-91 Title IV student aid delivery system Action 
Letter. This letter discusses the Application for Federal Student Aid 
(AFSA) and provides preliminary information on delivery system training 
that will be offered early in the processing cycle, including an invitation 
for financial aid personnel to serve as instructors. 

MILESTONES 

hi August, a final version of the 1990-91 AFSA was approved. The foim 
is being prepared for printing. As in previous years, the AFSA will be 
available to schools and students in early January. A sample of this year's 
AFSA is appended to this letter. 

Although key elements of the 1990-91 AFSA are similar to those in the 
1989-90 form, certain changes have been made in response to comments 
submitted by the financial aid community on the draft 1990-91 AFSA. 
These changes are: 

• Reformatting and reorganization of data categories (now called 
"Sections" instead of "Steps") for improved readability and flow of 
questions; 

• Space for the student to list a second school to which ED 
will send application data; 





• Inclusion of the Simplified Needs Test worksheets in the form 
itself; and 

• Expansion, as required by law, of Section B for student 
dependency status to include an additional year for the 
question on the student having $4000 in resources.
